Claims 1-3, 6-8, 11-12, 14, 20-24, 26 and 46 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Katsaros et al.-5,540,715. 

Katsaros-"7 1 5 (Fig, 14) discloses biodegradable balloon 86/90 and biodegradable anchor member 92/sealing mechanism for stopping 
bleeding from a catheterrization puncture hole of an artery/blood vessel and inherently a biodegradable reservoir of filling material such 
as a saltwater and delivery system capable of the balloon and anchor members adjacent to the hole as recited in the claims. 

Claims 4-5, 9-10, 13, 15-19, 25, 2745 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over Katsaros et al.-5, 540,7 15. 

Katsaros-'7 1 5 (Fig. 1-14) discloses substantially the invention. Katsaros-"715 does not explicitly disclose variations/modifications as 
recited in claims 4-5, 9-10, 13, 15-19, 25, 27-45. However, the variations/modifications as recited in the claims are well known. It 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to provide Katsaros J 715 device the features as 
claimed without significandy changing the function and performance of the Katsaros-"7 15 device.
